“But when I found that he had committed 

nothing worthy of death, and that he himself hath 


him, 

~“ Of whom I have no certain thing to write un- 
to my lord. - Wherefore I have brought him forth 
before you, and specially before thee, O king 


have somew hat to write, 
“Ror it seemeth to me unreasonable to send a 


prisoner and not withal to. signify the crimes laid 
- against him; . 


“Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art per- 
mitted to speak for thyself, Then ‘Paul stretched 
forth the hand, and answered for himself. 

“I think myself happy, king Agrippa, because 
{ shall auswer for myself this day before thee, 


‘touching all the things whereof I am accused of 


the Jews ; 

“ Especially because I know thee to be expert 
in all customs and questions which are among the 
Jews; wherefore 1 beseech thee to hear me pa- 
tiently, 

“My manner of life from my youth, which was 
at the first among my own nation at Jerusalem, 
know all the Jews; 

“Which knew me from the beginning, (if they 
would testify), that after the most slraightest. sect 
of our religion, 1 lived a Pharisee, 

“And now I stand and am jadged for the hope 
of the promise made of God unto our fathers: 

“Unto which promise our twelve tribes, in- 
gtantly serving God day and night, hope to cume ; 


‘thoughtful person who. will read the Biblo ac- 
counts of St. Paul, in the light of the spirit testi- 
That that testimony is: 


for which hope’s sake, king Agrippa, I am accused 
of the Jews. 

“ Why should it be thought a thing incredible 
with you, that God should raise the dead? 

- “I verily thought with myself, that I ought to 
do many things contrary to the name of Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

“Which thing I also did in Jerusalem : and 
many of the saints did I shut up in prison, hav- 
ing received authority from the chief priests ; and 
when they were put to death, I gave my voice 
against them. 

“And I punished them oft in every synagogue, 
and compelled them to blaspheme; and being 
exceedingly mad against them, I persecuted them 
even unto strange cities. 

“ Whereupon, as I went to Damascus with au- 
thority and commission from the chief priests, 

“ At mid-day, O king, I saw in the way a light 
from. heaven, above the brightness of the Sun, 
shining round about me, and them which jour- 
neyed with me, and saying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, saul, why persecutest thou me? It is hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. 

“And I said, Who art thou, Lord? And he 
said, I am Jesus, whom thou persecutest. 

“ But rise and atand upon thy feet; for I have 
appeared unto thee for this purpose, to make thee 
minister and a witness to both of these things 
which thou hast seen and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee: 

“Delivering thee from the people, and from the 
Gentiles, unto whom I now send thee, 

“To open their eyes, and to turn them from 
darkness to light, and from the power of Satan un- 
to God, that they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them which are sanctfied 
by faith that.is in me. 

“ Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was not: digo 
bedient unto the heavenly vision :. 

“ But showed first unto them of Damascus, and 
at Jerusalem, and throughout all-the coasts of 
Judæa; and then to the Gentiles, that: they should 
repent and turn to God, and do works meet for 
repentance, 

“For these causes the Jews caught me in tlie 
temple, and went about to kill me. 

“ Having therefore obtained help of God, I con-. 
tinue unto this day, witnessing both in amall and 
great, saying none other things than these which 
Moses and the prophets did say should come : 

“That Christ should suffer, and that he should 
be the first that should rise from the dead and 
should show light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. 

“And as he thus spake for himself, Festus said 
with a loud voice, Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad; 

“ But he said, L'am not mad, most noble Festus; 
but. speak forth the words of truth and soberness: 


“For the king knoweth of these things, before: 
| whom algo I speak: freely, for I am persuaded that: 
none of these things are hidden from him; for 


this thing wasnot done in a corner, 

King Agrippa believest thou the prophets? 
I know that thou believest.. 

“Then Agrippa said. unto Paul, Almost thou 
persuadest me to bea Christian. © 

“And Paul said, I-would to. God that not only 
thou; but. also all that hear me this day, were 
both almost, and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonda; 

“And when. he had thus spoken the king rose: 


up, and the governor, and Berenice, and ‘they that: 


sat with them, `: 

“And when they were gone aside, they talked 
between themselves saying, This man doeth noth- 
ing worthy of death, or of bonds. 

“Then said Agrippa unto Festus, this man 
might have heen set at liberty, if he had not ap- 
pealed unto Cæsar, ’ 

Such is the version of the trial of Apollonius 


before king Agrippa, as set forth in the Actsof 
the Apostles, by what person, or when written, 
the writer did not dare to disclose, It.is a well 
known fact that this fictitious book was not writ- 
ten. until after all the other books of the New. 
Testament, as it is called, were written ; and that 


E verything about that account of: the 


excitement among the Jews; and who. was the 
real author of the Pauline Epistles. This trial, 
about which the Christians make such an ado, is 
no where mentioned in Josephus’s histories, 
which shows one of two things; either that it was 
considered by Josephus as a matter of too little 
account to be worthy of mention, or the mention 
of it has been destroyed. That neither Apolloni- 


prominently at ‘that epoch, should be mentioned 
by Josephus or any writer of that time, in any 
connection whatever, would show that. there was 
some great reason for this studied silence, The 
reason must be sufficiently apparent to any 


mony of King Agrippa. 
the substantial, if not the literal truth concern- 


-ing that trial, the persons concerned, and the re»: 


sult, we have no. doubt whatever. The pretence 
that a-man against whom, it was decided by two 
judges,that there was no well founded charge what- 
ever, was sent to Rome, simply because, he had 
appealed to Cæsar against his groundloss deten- 
tion, is such a manifest absurdity that no sensible 
person could credit it fora moment. Apollonius 
was certainly in Judea while the Jewish war was 
in progress, and there made the acquaintance of 
Vespasian whose prophet and seer he became, It 
was just before the breaking out of that war, that 
the trial before Agrippa took place, most proba- 
bly not in A. D. 69, as has been supposed, butin 
A. D. 67 or 68, as ‘the spirit states, It was no 
doubt this accusation of Apollonius before Agrip- 
pa, and his discha:ge, that constitutes the whole 
ground work of the fabulous account of the same 
occurrence in the ‘Acts of the Apostles, It was 
most natural that a Greek, such as Apollonius was, 
who was a remarkable medium, and who created 


‘man, Whose name was Eleazer, ‘releasing 


it-was written to explain the connection between: 
‘the so-called Christian Gospels, and the: Pauline- 
_Kpistles; - 
accusation of Paul by.the Jews, his defence, and. 
of his being sent to Rome, shows that it was.a 
concocted affair, to get away froin the fact that. it 
was Apollonius of Tyana, who created such an: 


us nor Paul, who are said to have figured so’ 


an uproar wherever he went, on account of the 
wonderful spirit manifestations which took place 
through him or in his presence, should have 
aroused the deadly enmity of the Jewish priests ` 
but it was most unnatural that any Jew, and es- 
pecially any Pharisee, should have caused such a 
commotion, and caused so long a detention in 
custody, as more than two years, Besides, the 
writer of Acts, inadvertently no doubt, says, that 
one of the charges brought against the accused by 
the Jews, was that he was “a ringleader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes.” This charge could apply 
tono Jew of the sect of the Pharisees, as it is 
claimed that Paul was. It did, however, apply 
especially to Apollonius, who was one of those 
persons whom the Jews, in derision, called Naza- 
rites, who, about that time, assumed the designa- 
tion of Essenes. Besides, it is very certain that 
Apollonius asa Nazarite or Essene, believed in 
the resurrection of the dead. Indeed, however 
critically the statement of the spirit of Agrippa is 
compared with the account of this occurrence in 
Acts, the fact will become the more clear that 
Apollonius, and not the Christian St, Paul, was 
the individual to which the account in Acts res 


lates. 
The spirit then telis us that the last time he 


met Apollonius was in the camp of Titus, before 
Jerusalem, about A. D. 70, where he saw such 
spiritual manifestations take place in his presence 
as Josephus relates as having occurred through 
Eleazor the Jew; and, that in the original histo- 
ry of Josephus, those things were related of 
Apollonius. Ifsuch be the fact, it is very evident 
that the works of Josephus have been tampered 
with by Christian vandals to an extent that was 
never dreamed of and now impossible to be as- 
certained, unless the original work can yet be 
forthcoming. The part of Josephus’s writings re- 
ferred to by the spirit, is to be found in the An- 
tiquities of the Jews, Book viii, chap. ii, Section 5. 
Speaking of Solomon and his wonderful know- 
ledge, Josephus says, (or is represented to have 


said): 

“ God also enabled him to learn that skill which 
expels demons, which is a science useful and san- 
ative to men, He composed such incantations 
also by which distempers are alleviated, And he 
left behind him the. manner of using exorcisms; 
by. which. they drive away. demons, so‘ that’ they 
never return; and this method of cure is of great |: 
force unto this day; for. I have -seen ‘a: aru 
eople 


that were demoniacal in the presence of Vespa: 


‘pian, and’ his sons, and his-captains, and the 


whole multitude of his soldiers, The’ manner of 
the cure was this: he put a ring. that had a root 
of one of those sorta mentioned by Solomon to the 
nostrils of the demoniac, after which he drew out 


the demon through: his nostrils; and when the 


man. fell. down immediately, he- "adjured him -to: 
return into him no more, muking still mention of. 
Solomon, aid reciting the incantations which he 
‘composed. _ And when Eleazer.. would persuade 


and demonstrate to the spectators that he had}: 


such a power, he set a little way olla cup or basin 
of water, and commanded the demon, as he went’ 
out of the man to overturn it, and thereby to let 
the spectators know that he had left the man: 

and when this was done, the skill and wisdom of 
Solomon was shewed (sic) very manifestly; for 
which reason it is that all men may know the 
vastness of Solomon’s abilities, and how he was 
beloved of God, and that the extraordinary vir- 
tues of every kind with which this king was en- 
dowed; may not be unknown to any people under, 
the sun; for this reason, I say, it is that we have 


“proceeded to speak. so largely of these matters.” 


It seems inipossible that so learned a man. as 
Josephus is known to have been, would have writ. 
ton anything. so nonsensical as that; and therefore 
it- seems not unreasonable: to think that there 
has been some most unreasonable tampering with 
what. he did really write, Whatever Josephus 
did write about the occurrence in the camp of. 
Vespasian, and his sons, ‘Titus and Domitian, bad 
relation most certainly to.no common Jew, such 
as Hleazer must have been, to have been treated. 
0 inconsiderately by Josephus, If; Solomon left 
any formulas. by means-of which to cast out de- 
mons, certainly Josephus, who was a very learned 
Jew, and a highpriest of the Jews, would have 
known of and used that formula or incantation, 
and not instanced, in that absurd and. ridiculous 
manner, the performance of such anti-demon ox- 
orcising by one of his unknown countrymen, That 
Agrippa and Josephus were in the camp of Ves- 
pasian und his sons, before Jerusalem, about A, 
D. 70, is historically known to. be so, and that 
Apollonius was there as the seer or medium of |. 
Vespasian is in the highest degree probable, if 
not certainly known to have been the fact. Bo- 
side, at that time Apollonius’s fame as a healer of 
the sick, as an exorciser of demons, ag a raiser of 
the dead, and as a prophet ‘and seer, was world 
wide. That he should have astonished Vespasian, 
his sons, Agrippa and. J ogephus, with the display 
of his- mediumistic: gifts, waa very natural; but 
that he should have madeany use of the formu- 
lated incantations of Solomon, is totally absurd. 
The fact acknowledged, that Josephus and Agrip- 
pa were intimate friends, shows how fully the 
spirit must have known what he testified to con- 
cerning this incident. Well did spirit Agrippa 
say that the spirit power and intelligence mani- 
fested through Apollonius, incited Vespasian and 
Titus to greater eilurts tu overthrow the Jewish 
state. It was only a year or two before that, that 
Apollonius had been sv nearly murdered by the 
Jews, al whose instance he was forced to undergo 
an imprisonment of more than two years’ dura- 
tion. ile would therefore desire nothing less than 
the utter dispersion of such Jewish bigots, Apol- 


lonius was a great and good man; but like all thè | son. 


rest of us, he was human, 


: : 


shed no tears when Jerusalem and his Jewish 
persecutors were destroyed by Titus. We would 
not have been surprised had he claimed that the 
destruction of Jerusalem and the dispersion of 
the Jews was the retribution of his spirit sup- 
porters, whoever they may have been. 

What the spirit of Agrippa says as to the an- 
tiquity of the sacred books of the Jews is certain- 
tainly substantially correct. Whether none of 
them were earlier than Ezra the Scribe, we do 
not know, and have no. time to ascertain. We 
have only time and space to give the following 
facts concerning Ezra the scribe, We quote from 
McClintock and Strong’s Encyclopædia of Theo- 
logical Literature, article Ezra : 

“ Ezra, the celebrated Jewish scribe and priest, 
who, in the year B. C. 459, led the second expedi- 
tion of the Jews back from the Babylonian exile 
into Palestine, and the author of one of the ca- 
nonical books of Scripture. * *. All that is 
really known of Ezra is contained in the last four 

chapters of the Book of Ezra, and Neh. viii and 

xii, 26, In addition to the information there 
given, that he was a ‘scribe,’ a ‘ready scribe of the 
law of Moses,’ ‘a scribe of the words of the com- 
mandments ofthe Lord and of his statutes to Is- 
rael, ‘a scribe of the law of God in heaven, and 
‘a priest,’ we are told by Josephus that he wab a 
high priest of the Jews who were left in Babylon, 
that he was particularly conversant with the law’ 
of Moses, and was held in universal esteem on ac: 
count of his righteousness and virtue,” 


These historical facts, if they are facts, would

point to Ezra and his time for the establishment 


of the Jewish canons, which were no doubt 


largely derived from the Chaldean annals. What- | 


ever Jewish literature existed before that period — 
must have amounted to very little. What Deva — 


Bodhasatoua did for the Buddhist religion, and

tian religion, it would seem Ezra did for the Jow- 
ish religion. 

The reasons stated by the spirit for his despis- 
ing the Jews, is in perfect accord with the histor- 
ical facts bearing upon that point, Agrippa made 
a great effort to induce the Jews not to revolt 

against the Romans, and Josephus sets forth at 


length an Appeal that Agrippa made to them — 


which shows that he was a man of marked ability 


as i statesman and a ruler, as well as an accom: © 


plished orator.

We fully appreciated the disadvantages under 
which we entered the field of battle; but we 
trusted to the righteousness and importance of 
the cause we espoused, to make up for any defi- 
ciencies, We started Minp ann Marrer, and for 
nearly five years, have held it ever at hand to 
meet the assaults of Bundyism upon Spiritualism. 

For a time it was natural that we should be 
misunderstood and opposed; for the world has 
come to regard all human actions as being ani- 
mated by the incentive of selfishness, and it. was 
not unnaturally believed that a desire to promote 
the cause of Spiritualism had less to do with our 
course towards Bundyism than a sentiment of 
petty personal rivalry. Timé, and patience, and 


‘perseverance have at length enabled us to be 


better understood, and thousands who once an- 
tagonized us, now. see that the conflict in which 
we engaged five years ago was unavoidable. 
Vexations and expensive litigations carried on 
against us for the past four years, in the interest 
of Bundyism and against the cause of Spiritual- 
ism, have been pushed to the extreme in hopes 


| to silence the paper which alone maintained the 


cause of the latter; but in vain. We have met 
the enemy at every point and beaten them back, 
at what a cost of personal sacrifice to ourself the 


world can never know. 
Some other scheme had to be resorted to, to 


injure us, in the hope that we would be forced to 
succumb, A deep and most disgraceful conspir- 
acy was entered into for that purpose, the main 
facts of which we will briefly outline. 

One year ago we visited the Lake Pleasant 
Camp-meeting, near Montague, Mass, We had 
been there three weeks unobtrusively enjoying 
the communion with spirit and: mortal friends, 


“with which we. were favored to, a most gratifying

sympathy with everything like spiritualistic work | 


that was taking place at that grand gathering of 
spirit forces; whether mundane or.supermundane, 


Minn anv Maprer fully reflected the most sin.

nothing but words of commendation and sympa- ` 


thy-for all who in any way contributed to the 


‘useful work that was being done through the New 
England Spiritualist. Camp-meeting- Association. . 


We avoided studiously, taking part in: any-pro- 
ceedings that was calculated to create or promote 
inharmony, and positively refused to have any- 
thing to do with the exciting election that was 
held at that time, much to the disgust of many of 
our most esteemed friends. Such was the state 
of affairs when John C. Bundy, S. B. Nichols, Wm. 
R. Tice, and Thomas §. Tice of Brooklyn, and 
Edward 8, Wheeler, made their appearance 
nearly simultaneously atthe camp. We thought 
nothing of this, and never ‘for a moment suspect- 


ed that our presence there would become the. 
common point: of interest to them. The first af- 
-ternoon of Bundy’s presence, we received. three. 


ofthe most deliberate insults that- could be offer- ` 


ed to any unoffending and peaceful persun, . Not 
‘to have resented them, as we did, would have 
been to invite further outrages of a similar charac-. 


ter, At the time, in our simplicity, we never gus- 
pected that these almost simultaneous insults 


| were but part ofa plot todo us a damnable injury, 


The:results which have since. transpired leave no 
room: to doubt that this was the beginning of -the 


‘last Battle of Bundyism to capture and. destroy 


the citadel of Spiritualism ; as by all their actions, 
the Bundyites show that they regard that citadel, 
asourself and Minn ann Marrer, At once the camp 
ground was filled with the most infamous and 
scandalous lies to vur prejudice, Those who were 


engaged in this business, among whom was Jos- 
eph Beals president, and. M, Fletcher, a direc-. 
tor, rendezvoused. at a- notorious quarter of the 


ground called by them “The Heavenly Court,” 


where, as a suitable manifestation of their vile, 


malevolent and beastial natures, they resorted to 
the “hoodlum” act, of erecting an effigy of ourself 
plastered over with copies of Minn AND MATTER 
in the open street in front of their quarters, As 


if these. measures: were not enough, they were | 


plotting and planning to make a raid upon some 
of the mediums in order to- get up an excuse to 
drive all mediums from the ground, whom these 
plotters saw fit to ostracige. In this they only 


partially succeeded, For their attempted . dis- 


grace of Dr, Sour proved a perfect failure, as any 
onë but a fool could see the barefaced fraud of 
that whole performance. Ata meeting that it had 
rightfully nothing to do with, the consideration of 
the matter, by 8, B. Nichols, one of the conspira- 
tora, obtruded the subject upon the meeting by 
making a statement intended to injured Dr. Sour, 
in which he told the deliberate lie, that when a 
light was brought into the room, Dr.Sour was 
found in his stocking feet, while his shoes stood 
beside the chair in the cabinet, The slanderer 
of Dr. Sour was convicted of his falsehood by a 
lady who was badly hurt by Dr. Sour’s heavy boot 
treading upon her foot, as she was assisting him 
to a chair, We arose as Nichols set down, and 
proceeded to the platform, when Nichols and E. 


S. Wheelor simultaneously objected to our being 
heard, as we were not present. when the attack 
was made upon Dr. Sour. Not wanting to create 
any unnecessary inharmony, we consented to 
waive our right fo be heard, and was about re- 
turning to our seat, when the people present in- 
sisted on our proceeding, which in the interest of 
peace we did. Nichols and Wheeler took noth- 
ing by their petty meanness, Thus far the con- 
spirators had not succeeded in any part of their 
scheme, and matters so continued until the last 
day, when the Lake Pleasant Siftings came out 
with the string of scandalous and groundless 
abuse called “the preamble and resolutions of 
the Board of Directors.” This left us no-alterna- 


tive, unless we were willing to surrender the bat" 


tle, than to have them arrested, for libelling us. 
This we did. We had no control of the case after 
we handed it. over to the law offi :ers of Massa- 
chusetts, yet thay were almost unanimously in- 
dicted by the grand jury, and would have been 
convicted, if they had gotten what they richly de- 
served for their villainy. At the trial the facts 
became knowa, that Joba C. Bundy had drawn 
up the lying “preamble and resolutions,” that 
Beals, at his, Bundy’s instance, had called the di- 


rectors together at a special meeting to pass them; 


that Wm. R. Tice was the lackey that bore the 
infamous paper to the meeting; that no step was 
taken by the directors to know whether there 
‘was any, or how much truth about it, that after it 
had. been voted upon by the directors, Bundy 
altered it to suit himaelf,and that it was apart 
and parcel of the plot which these s:oundrels 
mét at Lake Pleasant to carry out against us. 
Feeling that no institution that could be used in 
such infernal work as: we have recounted should 
be tolerated, we settled down to the conviction 


. that the Lake Pleasant Camp Meeting had been 


captured by the enemy, and would only be used 
hereafter. against Spiritualism, we decided to 
make no effort to save it, as its utility was at an 
end, and so left it to the fate its officers had 
doomed it to. 

With. the opening of the Camp-meeting this 
year, Bundy managed. to raise funds enough to 


take himself there, and as events have proven, 
according to-his own account, he has been, ever. 
since he arrived there, the: de facto New England

I Sature Yov, Srz:—I am afraid that during 
your mortal life you will be in much the same 
position I was. I found it hard to main- 
tain a peace while the work of reform was a ne- 
- cessity ; but nevertheless, I never became discour- 
aged in trying to-do as nearly right as I could 
under the circumstances that surrounded me, 
although my reign was avery short one. I am 
here mainly through the efforts of the hero or 
saint of my time, Apollonius of Tyana. He was 
in Rome, when 1 was there, for a short period. 
There was no other god advocated by him but 
_ Christos of India, whose disciple he claimed to 
"> þe; and whose doctrines and logic he expounded 
in my time, Th»t he was the Paul of the Chris- 
-tian Epistles I know, because he submitted them 
to me to read for myself. They were written in 
the Latin and Greek tongues by himself. I al- 
lowed him full sway during my reign, and upon

taught, but simp y because he was a Pythagorean

I was born into the mortal life about A. D. 30, 
and departed to the ‘spirit life about A. D. 85. I 
lived at the time of the great triumphs and re- 
nowned career of Apollonius of Tyana,a man and 
amedium who, (if people must have a God and a 
Saviour) ought to be the leading character in that 
direction, to-day. I most positively assert, that 
under the name of Paulinus or Polionos, Apollo- 
nius was brought before me for disturbing the 
peace of the country ; but, nothing could be pro- 
ven against him, except that he knew more about 
the Jewish religion than my own people did. In 
those days, the Jews gladly killed any Gentile who 
knew more of their religion, and who could ex- 
pound it better than their learned Rabbies. As I 
could find no harm in the man except what I 
have stated, he was. discharged. He was 
brought before me a gecond time about the 
time of the downfall of the Jewish state, 
which was about A. D. 67 or 68, when he 
was again charged with disturbing the coun- 
try, by advancing ideas that were derogatory to 
the Jewish Jehovah. But again his accusers 
failed to prove their point. Apollonius was, in 
fact, a disciple and an initiated member of the 
schoo! of Gamaliel, and so well did he argue with 
his accusers, that they failed in all their attempts 
to prove anything against him. 

That Apollonius was the St. Paul of the present 
Christian religion is plainly proven, by reading 
the various epistles attributed to him, Those 
epistles will ah w. to any candid inquirer or 
thinker, that Path was not a Jew.. Everything 
therein goes to show that he must have been. a 
person well versed in Greek, and just such a wri- 
ter‘and thinker as was the great Cappadocian 
sage, Apollonius of Tyana. The last time, during 
my mortal career, that I met Apollonius, was.in 
the camp of Titus, before Jerusalem, about A. D. 
70, where I saw such spiritual manifestations oc- 
cur through his mediumship, or in ‘his presence, 
as Josephus relates as having occurred through 
Eleazer the Jew.
